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Introduction 


The  purpose  of  the  publishing  of  these  notes  is  merely  to  arrange  in  com- 
pact form  a  mass  of  genealooical  data  which  the  author  has  gathered  from 
time  to  time  as  a  sort  of  pastime.  They  are  based  on  facts  as  nearly  as 
known  and  no  statement  is  made  except  on  the  authority  of  some  trust- 
worthy source.      No  doubt  errors  will  be  found  in  this  little   work. 

It  is  not  from  particular  pride  that  this  work  has  been  printed,  but 
merel.v  because  it  is  interesting,  in  America,  to  have  some  idea  of  what  blood 
one  maj'  be.  It  is  pointed  out,  however,  that  all  the  author's  ancestors 
were  permanently  established  on  American  soil  before  the  outl)reak  of  the 
Revolutionarj'  War.      This  is  the  real  requirement  of  an  American. 

Every  family  has  a  tradition  that  it  is  descended  from  some  famous  man 
or  some  mighty  king.  In  these  notes  there  are  no  illustrious  warriors  or 
wealthy  potentates,  for  nearly  every  man  was  a  tiller  of  the  soil.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  great  men  seldom  leave  much  of  a  posterity.  Tlie  men  who 
do  things  are  almost  always  recruited  from  the  great  mass  of  people  who 
draw  their  sustenance  direct  from  Mother  Earth. 


As  an  aid  in  determining  the  chronology  of  events  in  England  and  Scot- 
land, the  following  list  of  rulers  is  given.

The  system  of  assl^fninj^-  numbers  to  descendants  which  is  used  in  this 
work  is  one  devised  by  the  author  and  is  unique  in  bcin<j  capable  of  indef- 
inite extension.  The  first  child  is  number  1,  the  second,  2,  etc.  The 
number  thus  assigned  becomes  the  key  number  for  all  the  descendants  of 
that  person.  The  children  of  the  fourth  child  are  therefore  numbered  11, 
42,  4.3,  etc.  The  children  of  the  third  child  of  the  fourth  child  are  4.SI, 
432,  433,    etc. 

The  numbers  are  in  reality  units,  denotin<j  the  number  of  oenerations 
in  a  descent,  enal>lin<r  the  reader  to  trace  an  ascent  with  little  trouble,  and 
also  showing;  the  nearness  of  relationship.  No.  234.5U7  would  be  a  cousin 
to  No.  234.5.')?,  and  No.  224.5(i7  would  be  several  removes  from  13087.5, 
and  No.  123  would  be  a  much  e.irlier  fjeneration  than  1347825.  Numbers 
are  thereby  indefinitely  reserved  for   unknown   heirs. 

In  order  to  condense  the  <jenealo<ries  as  much  as  possible  certain  refer- 
ence marks  have  been  used  to  denote  a  few  wf»rds  which  frequently  recur.

America.  A  great  deal  of  information  has  been  obtained  from  family  bibles, 
correspondence  with  distant  kinfolk  and  from  the  recordsof  state  and  nation- 
al archives. 
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The  Settlement  of  Colerain,  Mass. 

The  town  ofColerain,  Franklin  County,  Mass.,  was  settled  in  1736  by 
Scotch-Ii-ish  immio-rants  from  the  province  of  Ulster,  in  the  north  of  Ireland, 
and  was  named  after  the  town  ofColeraine,  near  Londonderry.  The  Scotch 
in  Ulster  settled  there  durino-  the  reign  of  James  I  of  England,  owing  to 
the  disturbed  condition  of  affairs  in  Scotland.  Shortly  after  1712  the  owner 
of  a  certain  large  estate  in  the  County  of  Londonderry  was  forced  to  raise 
the  rents  consideral)Iy  on  his  tenants,  owing  to  a  large  fine  he  had  paid. 
This  produced  an  almost  total  migration  of  his  tenants  to  America. 

A  large  number  of  these  immigrants  reached  Boston  Aug.  4,  1718, 
M'here  they  learned  that  newcomers  would  not  be  admitted  to  citizenship 
in  any  of  the  Puritan  communities  without  first  connecting  themselves  with 
the  state  church.  The  province  of  Massachusetts  at  that  time  had  suffered 
from  the  incursion  of  the  Indians,  and  its  frontier  line  was  in  need  of  de- 
fenders. A  large  portion  of  these  immigrants  therefore  settled  at  Worces- 
ter, which  town  was  eventually  organized  in  September,  172-2.  Gettingin- 
to  conflict  with  the  English  population  there  because  of  their  Presbyterian 
faith,  the  Scotch  prepared  to  move  on.  Accordingly,  in  1736,  a  company 
was  organized,  consisting  of  34  families,  to  purchase  and  settle  a  new  town- 
ship-, on  principles  in  keeping  with  tlieir  own.  Thus  originated  Pelham, 
about  30  miles  west  of  Worcester.  Another  colony  removed  about  the 
same  time  to  what  is  now  the  town  of  Colerain,  .50  miles  to  the  northwest 
of  Worcester.      Others  settled  in  Otsego  County,  New  York. 

The  body  of  tenants  who  left  Ireland  in  171H  to  escape  the  increased 
rents  on  Hon.  Richard  Jackson's  estate  formed  a  principal  part  of  that  un- 
disciplined body  which  brought  al)out  the  surrender  of  the  British  army  at 
Saratoga.  From  1764  to  1774  the  township  of  Hebron,  lying  north  of  Sa- 
lem in  Washington  County,  New  York,  was  largely  granted  in  patents  of 
2,000  acres  each  to  commissioned  officers,  200  acres  each  to  non-commiss- 
ioned officers  and  50  acres  each  to  privates  who  had  served  in  the  French 
and  Indian  war.  These  grants  were  made  mostly  to  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  77th  regiment  of  Montgomery's  Highlanders,  who  had  served  in 
America  for  7  years,  taking  part  in  the  capture  of  Fort  DuQuesne  and   the 
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Fountain  County,  Indiana:

JOHN  THOMAS  married  [second]  on  Nov.  8,  1855,  in  Attica,  Mrs.  Katherino 
(Williams)  Little,  born  Nov.  28,  1828,  in  Freeport,  Armstrong  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, daughter  of  Jacob  and  Eliza  (Bowers)  Williams.  He  died  at  Dorchester, 
Saline  County,  Nebraska,  aged  77.     Their  children  were:

Charles  F.  (54)  married  at  Mount  Vernon,  111.,  in  July,  1883,  Adda  E.  Travers.  Their  children 
were  all  born  at  Dorchester,  Neb.:  541— Charles  F..  §  June,  1884,  542— Alwilda  Edgarda,  §  January 
1886,  543— Miriam  Eileen,  §  May,  1887,  544— Marie  Alamo,  §  October,  1893. 

According  to  a  quit-claim  deed  dated  Oct.  16,  1852,  Pamela  Thomas,  widow 
of  Edward  Thomas,  conveyed  to  John  Thomas  163i  acres  along  the  west  bank  of 
the  Wabash  River,  in  Warren  County,  Ind.,  together  with  38}  acres  adjoining, 
described  as  touching  the  line  of  sections  1  and  2.  township  21  north  of  range  8 
west;  consideration,  $10.     This  was  the  Edward  Thomas  farm. 

"John  Thomas,  of  Thomas  &  Son,  dealers  in  hardware  at  Dorchester,  was 
born  in  Warren  County,  Ohio,  in  1815,  where  he  remained  until  he  attained  the 
age  of  21  years,  when  he  went  to  Attica,  Ind.,  where  he  learned  the  tinner's 
trade.  In  1837  he  opened  a  hardware  store  at  that  place.  ^  In  1855  he  removed 
to  Goodhue  County,  Minn.,  and  engaged  in  farming.  In  1866  he  moved  to  Hast- 
ings, Minn.,  and  went  into  the  hardware  business.  In  1868  he  went  to  Faribault, 
Minn.,  and  engaged  in  the  milling  and  lumber  business.  In  1872  he  moved  to 
Missouri  and  in  1874  came  to  this  state  and  started  a  hardware  store  at  Wilber 
and  in  1879  moved  the  stock  to  Dorchester.  ^  Mr.  Thomas  has  been  married 
twice:  in  1840  to  Miss  Nancy  McKinnie  in  Henry  County,  Ind.,  by  whom  he  had 
four  children,  three  of  whom  are  living.  In  1857  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Kath- 
erine  Little  at  Attica,  Ind."— History  of  Nebraska,  1882. 


In  the  western  part  of  York  County,  Pa.,  which  later  became  Adams  Coun- 
ty, the  Welsh  Quakers  had  two  prominent  meetings— Warrington  in  the  north 
central  part  and  Menallen  in  the  northwestern  part.  Among  that  portion  of  the 
records  of  the  Warrington  Monthly  Meeting  preserved  by  the  Historical  Society 
of  Pennsylvania  occurs  the  only  mention  of  the  name  Edward  Thomas  I  have 
ever  found.     Following  are  the  children  of  John  and  Jane  Thomas:

Further  records  of  Warrington  Meeting  are:— "John  and  Rebecca  (Jones) 
Thomas  [p.  8]  produced  certificate  from  Uwchlan,  dated  June  5,  1766,  for  them- 
selves and  children  Jehu,  Eleonar,  John  (2),  Rebecka,  Sarah,  Dinah  and  Jonah." 
(Uwchlan  Meeting  was  in  eastern  Chester  County,  where  John  (2)  was  born  Dec. 
3,  1750.)  — "John  Thomas  (2)  disowned  by  Warrington  Meeting  Jan.  10,  1778."  — 
"John  Thomas  (2)  offers  acknowledgment  Jan.  11,  1783,*  and  with  his  wife  Jane 
and  children  Lydia,  John  and  Edward  received  into  membership.  "  —  "John  Thom- 
as (2)  requests  certificate  of  removal  to  Menallen  Nov.  7,  1795,  with  wife  Jane 
and  children  John,  Edward,  Hannah,  Rebecka,  Jona,  Ann  and  Jane.  Certificate 
signed  Dec.  12,  1795.  Lydia  Thomas,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane,  was  given  a 
certificate  at  the  same  time."— "John  Thomas's  certificate  from  Menallen  re- 
ceived May  22,  1817.  "—Frederic  A.  Thomas. 


MARK  WILLIAMS  is  said  to  have  been  of  Welsh  descent,  although  there 
is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  his  mother  was  Spanish,  t  His  family,  according 
to  legend,  came  to  Pennsylvania  from  New  England,  X  and  his  wife  is  said  to 
have  been  Pennsylvania  Dutch,  the  family  being  originally  from  Holland.  In 
1802  Mark  Williams  and  his  family  were  living  at  Fairfield,  Adams  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, 8i  miles  southwest  of  Gettysburg.     Children:

JACOB  WILLIAMS  2,  born  August  18,  1802,  at  Fairfield,  Adams  County, 
Pa.,  married  May  4,  1826,  near  Pittsburgh,  Eliza  Bowers,  born  April  4,  1809,  at 
Braddock,  Allegheny  County,  Pa.,  on  the  battlefield  where  Gen.  Braddock  was 
defeated  and  killed.     It  is  said  that  Jacob  spoke  a  little   Dutch,    while   his  wife 

*This  5-yeir  suspension  was  during  the  Revolutionary  War.     Was  he  a  soldier? 

tJacob  Williams  was  sexton  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  at  Freeport  and  also  grave-digger 
at  the  old  cemetery.  He  was  reputed  to  be  half-Indian,  probably  because  of  his  black  hair  and 
swarthy  complexion.     The  family  lived  on  what  was  called  the  Island,  at  the  edge  of  town.— F.  A.  T. 

{The  story  of  the  "Lost  Prince"  (Eleazar  Williams),  who  almost  convinced  Napoleon  that  he 
was  the  son  of  the  King  of  France,  is  interesting  in  this  connection.  Eleazar  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Williams,  who  was  the  son  of  John  de  Rogers,  a  Mohawk  Indian  (died  in  Canada  in  1786)  and  Eun- 
ice Williams.  Eunice  was  the  daughter  of  John  (§  Roxbury,  Mass.,  Dec.  10,  1664:  f  at  Deerfield, 
Mass.,  June  12,  1729),  son  of  Samuel(§  in  England  in  1632,  t  Theoda,  daughter  of  Capt.  Wm.  Park, 
and  t  Roxbury  Sept.  28,  1698),  youngest  son  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Stalhan)  Williams,  who  sett- 
lad  at  Roxbury,  Mass.,  about  1638.  Eunice  was  carried  away  by  the  Indians  when  a  child  and  was 
brought  up  among  them,  later  refusing  to  go  back  to  her  family. — See  American  Cyclopoedias. 
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spoke  correct  German.  His  mother  made  her  home  with  them  when  they  lived 
at  Freeport,  Armstrong  County,  where  they  owned  and  lived  on  an  island  called 
the  Eddy,  in  the  Allegheny  River,  where  all  their  children  were  born,  unless  it 
be  the  younger  ones,  for  the  family  later  lived  in  town.  He  died  Aug.  12,  I880, 
in  Centerville,  la.,  and  she  died  there  July  26,  1896.     Their  children  were:

KATHERINE  WILLIAMS  (22)  married  [first]  on  Nov.  8,  1849,  William 
Little,  born  in  Maryland,  it  is  believed,  in  1826.  He  died  Sept.  26,  1855,  in  Ful- 
ton City,  Illinois,  as  a  result  of  a  fall  from  a  building  where  he  was  employed  at^ 
a  carpenter.  His  widow  married  [second]  on  Oct.  26,  1856,*  John  Thom.^s  (see 
page  2).  Children  of  William  and  Katherine  (Williams)  Little:

In  1752  John  Wesley,  while  preaching  Methodism  in  Ireland,  came  across  a  pfculiar  colony  of 
foreigners  in  County  Limerick.  They  were  German-Irish  from  the  Palatinate  on  the  Rhein,  drivtn 
from  Germany  by  the  papal  troops  of  Henry  XIV.  Being  Protestants,  the  religion  of  Wesley  made 
a  deep  impression  upon  them.  In  1760  a  party  of  these  people,  led  by  Philio  Embury  and  his  wife- 
Mary  Switzer  'they  were  married  in  Rathkeale  church  Nov.  27,  1758),  Peter  Switzer,  Paul  Heck, 
Valer  Teltler  and  Philip  Morgan,  embarked  for  America,  landing  at  New  York  Aug.  10,  1760.  Late 
in  1765  another  vessel  arrived,  bringing  Paul  Ruckle,  Luke  Ross,  Jacob  Heck,  Peter  Barkman  and 
Henry  tUllhtniM,  with  their  families. — Historical  Note. 

*The  dates  on  this  page  are  copied  from  Jacob  Williams'  old  Bible  and  ought  to  be  correct. 
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The  Bowers  family  is  Pennsylvania-German.  The  name  may  have  been 
originally  Bauers.  Among  the  heads  of  families  enumerated  in  the  first  census, 
1790,  are:  George  Bower,  2  men  over  16 years  old  and  one  female— Philip  Bower, 
one  man,  one  boy  and  two  females— Jacob  Bower,  one  man,  three  boys  and  three 
females— Martin  Bower,  three,  one  and  three,  respectively;  all  being  inhabitants 
of  the  eastern  portion  of  Cumberland  County,   Pa. 

A  letter  from  the  adjutant  general  of  the  War  Department,  dated  Dec.  27, 
1910,  contains  this  note: 

"The  records  show  that  one  George  Bowers  was  a  private  in  Capt.  George 
Hubley's  Company,  German  Battalion,  Continental  Troops,  Revolutionary  War. 
He  is  shown  to  have  enlisted  July  13,  1776,  and  to  have  deserted  July  27,  1776." 

In  the  Revolutionary  Pension  Rolls  (Pennsylvania),  we  find  that  George 
Bowers,  living  in  Allegheny  County,  received  a  yearly  pension  of  $98.  He  served 
in  Weltner's  German  Regiment.  He  was  placed  on  the  pension  rolls  July  31,  1819. 
His  age  was  given  as  65  at  that  time.     He  died  Nov.  4,  1827. 

In  the  same  volume  appears  the  name  of  Sebastian  Bowers,  living  in  Arm- 
strong County.  He  was  granted  a  yearly  pension  of  $96  on  July  23,  1824,  having 
served  as  a  private  in  the  Maryland  Continental  Line.  He  was  74  years  of  age 
in  1823,  and  died  April  3,  1826. 

In  the  same  book  is  George  Bowers,  Indiana  County,  aged  77  years  when  he 
was  placed  on  the  rolls.  May  7,  1819,  receiving  $96  annually.  He  was  a  private 
in  the  Maryland  Continental  Line.  He  drew  a  pension  from  June  9,  1818,  until 
he  had  received  at  least  $1,462.92.     [1835] 

ELIZA  BOWERS,  born  at  Braddock,  Allegheny  County,  Pa.,  on  April  4,  1809, 
was  believed  to  be  of  pure  German  extraction.  Her  mothers's  name  was  Yinksht 
or  Jungst  (spelled  with  two  dots  over  the  u,  as  below) :

In  German,  Jungst  (with  the  umlaut  u)  is  pronounced  Yeengst,  and  means 
'youngest.'     The  Immigrant  List  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  shows  these  names:

A  careful  examination  of  the  Muster  Rolls  of  Soldiers  and  Teamsters  who 
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service  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  fails  to  disclose  the  name  of  Jungst.  *  *  *  I 
do  not  know  where  they  first  settled,  but  among  the  Early  Settlers  of  Lancaster 
County  the  family  can  be  found. —  Librarian  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library, 
March  28,  1906. 

Among  the  Heads  of  Families  in  the  First  Census,  1790,  the  following  are 
to  be  found:  William  Yinksht,  2  males  over  16  years  old,  3  males  under  16  and  3 
females— William  Yinksht,  1,  0  and  2,  respectively;  living  in  the  eastern  portion

Elijah  Alden.— Entering  the  Revolutionary  army  when  a  boy  of  14,  Elijah 
Alden  adopted  the  intemperate  and  roving  habits  of  a  soldier.  In  1832  he  was 
living  in  Belchertown,  Mass.,  although  he  never  gained  a  residence  anywhere. 
By  trade  he  was  a  blacksmith:  he  was  quite  a  large  man,  although  at  that  time 
slightly  stoop-shouldered,  walking  with  a  cane  because  of  a  lameness  in  his  right 
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knee  from  a  wound  received  in  the  war.  He  was  very  deaf,  often  declaring  that 
he  had  not  heard  the  frogs  croak  nor  the  birds  sing  in  twenty  years.  He  drew  a 
ptnsion,  which  supported  him  and  his  aged  wife  until  he  became  an  invalid,  aftei 
which  he  was  taken  back  to  Bridgewater,  his  birthplace,  and  maintained  by  the 
town,  according  to  the  law  of  Massachusetts.  He  was  a  great  talker,  as  was  his 
son  Gilbert,  and  read  a  great  deal,  but  he  never  cared  to  accumulate  property. 

He  had  a  big  Bible  in  which  was  the  whole  Alden  record.  His  name  is  carved 
on  the  Soldiers'  Monument  in  Boston.  After  his  death  his  widow  drew  a  pension. 
She  was  subsequently  taken  from  the  poorhouse  by  her  daughter  Patty,  but  her 
condition  was  not  bettered,  for  her  children  were  poor.  But  she  was  contented 
enough,  as  her  husband  had  always  been,  even  when  in  jail  for  debt.  Sometimes, 
when  taking  the  debtor's  oath  to  secure  his  release  from  prison,  swearing  that 
he  possessed  not  a  thing  on  earth,  he  used  to  add:  "And  I  never  expect  to!" 

According  to  the  records  Elijah  Alden  of  Hampshire  County  was  placed  on 
the  pension  rolls  Aug.  6,  1833,  pension  dating  from  Mar.  4,  1831,  for  service  in 
the  Massachusetts  Continental  Line,  receiving  $21.10  a  year.

Howard  Family 


JOHN  HOWARD,  with  his  brother  James,  came  from  England  and  settled 
in  Duxbury,  Mass.  He  was  young  when  he  came,  and  it  is  said  he  lived  in  the 
family  of  Miles  Standish.  He  was  one  of  the  first  military  officers  of  Bridgewat- 
er,  and  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  there  in  1657.  His  descendants  still  own  and  live 
on  the  place  where  he  fii'st  settled.  He  always  wrote  his  name  Haward,  and  his 
descendants  did  likewise  until  after  1700.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  two  names 
Howai-d  and  Hayward,  which  have  always  been  known  as  distinct  families,  were 
uniformly  pronounced  alike.  They  were  perhaps  the  same  originally,  but  in  writ- 
ing John  omitted  the  y.

JOSEPH  EDSON  1156  was  the  son  of  Deacon  Samuel  and  Susannah  (Orcutt) 
Edson.  [See  Edson  Family.]  He  was  born  in  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1649,  and  married 
(1)  in  1678  Experience,  sister  to  John  Field  who  came  from  Providence  in  1677. 
Joseph  Edson's  marriage  occurred  the  same  year  as  his  brother  Samuel's,  about 
two  years  after  the  death  of  the  Indian  chief.  King  Philip,  and  the  end  of  Philip's 
war.  He  was  about  37  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  first  marriage,  having  been  a 
soldier  in  the  late  Indian  war.

Capt.  JOSIAH  EDSON  11562  married  in  1704  Sarah,  daughter  of  Zacheus 
and  Sarah  (Howard)  Packard  [See  page  13].  He  possessed  a  very  large  and  val- 
uable real  estate,  and  had  a  mind  liberally  endowed  by  nature.  He  was  for  a  long 
time  captain  of  a  military  company,  m^ny  years  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  a  dea- 
con in  the  church.  He  was  30  years  a  selectman,  1704-34:  and  a  representative  in 
the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  Colony  for  the  years  1735-36-39-43  and  '45. 
In  fact,  from  his  early  manhood  until  almost  the  close  of  his  life,  Jan.  15,  1762, 
at  the  age  of  72,  he  held  .'sorne  office  of  trust  and  importance.  His  chief  occupa- 
tion, however,  was  that  of  farming,  and  he  took  delight  in  improving  the  biggest 
and  best-kept  farm  in  Bridge.vater.     His  wife  died  in  1734.     Children:

Col.  Josiah  Edson  115623  graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  1730.  He 
was  the  owner  of  a  large  estate,  and  represented  bridgewater  i2  years  in  the 
General  Court  at  Boston,  his  term  expiring  in  1773,  in  the  stormy  years  preceding 
the  American  Revolution.  He  was  a  colonel  of  a  full  regiment  of  militia,  and 
when  the  crisis  came  the  old  man  stuck  to  his  king  and  colors.  He  saw  only  dis- 
aster in  any  attempt  to  coerce  the  parent  government.  In  the  excitement  of  the 
times  he  found  his  position  unbearable  to  him,  and  in  the  autumn  of  17?4  he  left 
his  home  and  joined  the  British  forces  in  Boston.  In  the  early  pai  t  of  1776  he 
accompanied  the  royalist  troops  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  later  on  returning  to 
headquarters  on  Long  Island,  New  York.  On  Sep.  23,  1778,  by  lesolve  of  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  his  property  was  confiscated  and  sold.  He  died 
Dec.  28,  1778,  with  the  British  army  on  Long  Island,  aged  69,  depressed  in  spirits 
and  broken-hearted.  His  widow  lived  to  suffer  from  poverty,  and  is  said  to  have 
been  assisted  by  the  town.  Col.  Edson  was  one  of  the  17  "rescinders"  in  the 
General  Court  when  that  body  voted  92  against  17,  on  June  30,  1768,  not  to  rescind 
their  appeal  to  the  other  colonies  to  resist  the  oppression  of  the  crown.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  36  "mandamus  councillors"  of  1774.

OLIVER  STEWART  was  born  March  2,  1761,  in  Colerain,  Franklin  County, 
Massachusetts.*  He  enlisted  in  February,  1778,  to  serve  three  weeks  as  a  pri- 
vate in  Col.  Seth  Warner's  regiment  of  Continental  troops  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  being  at  that  time  a  youth  of  barely  17  years.  In  October  he  enlisted  for 
six  weeks  in  Capt.  John  Armstrong's  company,  in  Col.  John  Williams'  regiment 
of  New  York  state  troops.  He  served  a  week  during  the  following  June  in  Capt. 
Adiel  Sherwood's  company  in  the  same  regiment.  Enlisting  again  in  May,  1780, 
he  served  seven  months  in  Capt.  Harrison's  company,  Col.  Harper's  regiment, 
New  York  line.  He  was  three  days  under  arms  in  the  same  service  at  the  alarm 
at  Ft.  George,  and  three  days  at  the  alarm  at  Kingsbury. 

At  the  time  of  his  enlistment  he  was  living  at  Hartford,  Washington  County, 
New  York.  On  April  3,  1784,  he  married  Cynthia  Jacques,  who  was  born  Sept.  2, 
1765,  said  to  have  been  of  French  descent.  In  the  first  census,  1790,  Oliver  Stew- 
art and  his  family  were  living  at  Westfield  town,  Washington  County.  Accord- 
ing to  the  History  of  Madison  County,  he  came  to  Stockbridge  with  his  family 
about  1796.  He  was  living  at  Augusta,  Oneida  County,  when,  on  Sept.  11,  1832, 
he  applied  for  a  pension.  He  was  placed  on  the  rolls  April  8,  1833,  receiving  an 
annual  allowance  of  $79.56,  dating  from  March  4,  1831,  under  the  Act  of  June  7, 
1832. 

His  wife  died  Sept.  9,  1835.  t  She  is  said  to  have  been  a  woman  of  fine  char- 
acter and  intelligence.  Oliver  Stewart  was  a  man  of  forceful  character  and  nat- 
ural ability,  set  out  by  an  active  and  well-disciplined  mind.  He  died  at  Stock- 
bridge,  N.  Y.,  on  March  21,  1858,  aged  97  years,  being  one  of  the  last  survivors  of 
the  War  for  American  Independence.!     His  children  were:

Stewart  Family  Data 

In  the  "Officer's  Register,"  one  Charles  Stewart  of  New  York  state  is  re- 
corded as  having  been  commissioned  second  lieutenant  in  the  Fifteenth  Infantry 
on  Apr.  14,  1812,  first  lieutenant  on  Aug.  15,  1813,  and  honorably  discharged  June 
15,  1815. 

As  a  rule,  family  traditions  are  very  deceptive  guidances  in  determining  the 
real  facts.  The  reference  to  an  uncle  is  probably  derived  from  a  hazy  knowledge 
of  the  life  of  Admiral  Charles  Stewart,  born  July  18,  1778,  in  Philadelphia,  the 
youngest  member  of  the  family,  of  Irish  parents.  His  father  died  in  1780.  At 
the  age  of  thirteen  Charles  entered  the  merchant  service  as  a  cabin-boy  aboard 
an  Indiaman.  He  was  commissioned  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  March  9,  1798. 
From  1817  to  1820  he  was  commander  of  the  Mediterranean  squadron,  after  which 
he  commanded  the  Pacific  fleet  four  years.  On  his  return  home  he  was  tried  by 
a  court  martial,  but  acquitted.  He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  naval  commis- 
sioners, 1830-33,  and  in  1837  succeeded  Barron  as  commandant  of  the  Philadelphia 
navy  yard.  In  1857  he  was  placed  on  the  reserved  list.  His  daughter,  Delia  Tu- 
dor Stewart,  became  the  mother  of  Charles  Stewart  Parnell.  Admiral  Stewart 
died  at  Borden  town,  N.  J.,  Nov.  7,  1869. 

Col.  Charlbs  Stewakt  of  Flemington,  N.  J,,  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1829. 
He  was  the  son  of  Robert  of  Gortla,  Ireland,  and  grandson  of  Charles  Stewart, 
who  fought  at  the  battle  of  the  Boyne.  He  came  to  America  in  1750,  settling  in 
New  Jersey.  His  biography  is  written  in  the  military  annals  of  the  American 
revolution.  He  married  Mary  Johnston,  and  died  June  24,  1800,  at  Flemington. 
He  had  a  son,  Samuel  Robert,  who  had  a  son.  Rev.  Charles  Samuel  Stev.-art,  who 
was  a  chaplain  in  the  navy,  born  at  Flemington  Oct.  16,  1795,  married  June  3, 
1822,  and  died  at  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  14,  1870.*

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In  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  pensions,  Washington,  D. 
C,  this  datum  was  found:  Charles  Stewart  was  pensioned  from  January  31,  1815, 
on  account  of  a  shell  wound  of  the  right  knee  incurred  January  21,  1815,  on  the 
U.  S.  ship  Macdonough  in  an  engagement  off  the  Canary  Islands  with  the  British. 
The  Macdonough  was  a  privateer,  not  a  commissioned  naval  vessel,  and  there  is 
none  of  her  rolls  on  file  in  the  Department. 

Hall  Family 

MARY  HALL  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1740.  Her  mother's  name  was  Anna 
Giffins.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  she  embarked  for  America  in  company  with  her 
aunt.  A  short  way  out  from  New  York  harbor  the  ship  was  wrecked.  As  they 
went  down  into  the  water  a  sailor  grasped  Mary  by  the  hair,  rescuing  her  and 
her  aunt.  Mary  had  sewed  some  gold  guineas  in  three  rows  around  her  skirt, 
money  which  her  aunt  is  said  to  have  given  her  to  induce  her  to  emigrate  to  Am- 
erica. The  weight  of  the  garment  was  so  great  that  the  girl  let  it  loose  into  the 
water  in  order  to  save  herself. 

It  is  said  that  Mary's  father  came  over  to  America  to  induce  his  daughter  to 
return  to  Ireland,  but  she  refused  to  leave  her  employment  in  New  York  City. 
Mr.  Hall  returned  to  the  old  country,  where  his  wife  died  soon  after  his  return, 
and  he  died  not  long  afterwards.  Mary  married  Nathan  Edson  (1345435)  on 
Sept.  2,  1766,  in  Bridgewater,  Mass.  He  had  been  a  soldier  in  the  French  and 
Indian  war,  serving  in  a  Massachusetts  regiment  from  May  6,  1761,  until  Nov.  20, 
1862.     He  may  have  met  his  future  wife  during  those  times. 


Sprague  Family 


EDWARD  SPRAGUE  of  Upway,  Dorsetshire,  and  of  Devonshire,  England, 
had  three  sons  who  emigrated  to  America,  although  he  himself  never  left  Eng- 
land.

Williams  Family 


WILLIAM  WILLIAMS  lived  at  Synwell,  Gloucestershire,  England,  and  was 
said  to  have  been  of  the  immediate  family  of  Cromwell.  Sir  Richard  Williams 
assumed  the  name  Cromwell  in  order  to  obtain  the  estates  of  his  maternal  uncle, 
Thomas  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Sussex,  who  was  Secretary  of  State  during  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII.  This  Sir  Richard  was  the  son  of  Morgan  Williams  of  Glamorgan- 
shire, Wales,  the  first  of  the  family  to  have  a  surname.  Morgan  was  the  son  of 
William,  the  son  of  Evan,  the  son  of  Thomas,  thought  to  have  been  a  descendant 
of  Carradock  of  Glamorganshire,  Wales,  who  was  descended  from  Brutus,  first 
king  of  the  Britons.  The  royal  family  of  Tudor  of  England  and  Stewart  of  Scot- 
land are  descended  from  this  stock. 

Sir  Richard  Williams  had  a  son  Henry,  who  married  Elizabeth  Stewart,  an 
aunt  of  King  Charles.  Henry  had  a  son  Robert,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Sir  James  Boucher,  of  royal  descent.  Henry  was  the  father  of  Oliver  Cromwell, 
born  at  Huntingdon  April  25,  1599,  Lord  Protector  of  England.  His  son  Richard 
was  born  in  Huntingdon  in  1625  and  died  in  Wales  in  17il'.      He  had  a  son  James 
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Williams  of  Northampton,  Mass.,  who  died  at  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  in  1740, 
who  was  the  grandfather  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  Col.  Jonathan  Williams,  William 
Williams,  signer  of  the  Declaration,  and  Thomas  Paine. 

WILLIAM  WILLIAMS  of  Synwell,  Gloucester,  lived  in  Wooten-under- 
Edge.     Ho  died  in  September,  1618.     His  son  was:

Byram  Family 


NICHOLAS  BYRAM  was,  according  to  tradition,  the  son  of  an  English 
gentleman  of  the  County  of  Kent,  who  removed  to  Ireland  about  the  time  his 
son  was  born.  He  sent  young  Nicholas  when  16  years  old  to  visit  friends  in  Eng- 
land, in  charge  of  a  man  who  betrayed  his  trust,  robbed  the  boy  of  his  money  and 
sent  him  to  the  West  Indies,  where  he  was  sold  to  service  to  pay  his  past^age. 
After  his  time  expired  he  made  his  way  to  New  England  and  .settled  at  Wey- 
mouth. He  married  Susanna,  daughter  of  Abraham  :'nd  Bridget  (Best)  Shaw,  of 
Dedham. 

In  1660  he  bought  the  three  proprietary  or  original  shares,  or  purchase  rights, 
in  the  town  of  Bridgewater,  belonging  to  Moses  Simmons,  Philip  Delano  and 
George  Soule.  He  settled  in  Bridgewater  soon  after,  where  he  died  in  16S8,  his 
wife  dying  about  1698.

Thomas  was  a  small  land-owner  and  mar- 
ried Juliana,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Fox)  Bustard.  Their  children  were 
born  in  Adderbury.

SAMUEL  EOSON  ]  345  married  in  Warwickshire,  England,  Susanna  Orcutt,

He  died  July  19,  1692,  and  his  wife  died  Feb.  20, 
1699.  Their  first  six  children  were  born  at  Salem:  the  last  two  in  Duxbury  Plan- 
tation.

SAMUEL  EDSON  13454  was  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  early  colonial  days 
of  Bridgewater,  where  he  married  in  1678  Susanna,  daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Su- 
sanna (Shaw)  Byram  [ii  page  22.]  She  was  born  in  Weymouth  in  1648.  He  died 
in  Bridgewater  April  10,  1719,  and  she  died  there  March  12,  1741.  Their  children 
were  born  in  Bridgewater.

In  the  spring  of  1676,  during  King  Philip's  war,  Samuel  Edson  13454  was  a  mpmb»»r  of  a  com- 
pany of  21  soldiers  who  went  out  one  day  to  meet  another  company  under  Captain  Cliiirch.  Fail- 
ing to  meet  it,  they  came  unexpectedly  upon  a  party  of  Indians,  fought  tljoin  azd  took  17  of  I  hem 
prisoners  with  considerable  phinder.  These  prisoners  were  sold  for  money  and  the  t<)wu  voted 
"that  the  soldiers  that  took  them  should  have  it,'' 

SAMUEL  EDSON  134543  at  an  early  age  turned  from  the  Puritanism  of  his 
fathers  to  the  Church  of  England.  At  the  age  of  19  he  married,  at  Taunton. 
Mary,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Williams)  Dean  [||  page  21].  They  were 
married  Jan.  1,  1708.  On  Jan.  23,  1747,  they  deeded  14  acres  of  land  at  Bridge- 
water  to  a  society  in  England  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  foreign  part.'^, 
the  income  from  which  was  to  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  public  worship 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Bridgewater.  It  was  leased  to  John  Edson 
of  that  town  for  999  years  at  an  annual  rent  of  $21.     Samuel    Edson  died  in  his 
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native  town  on  Dec.  27,  1771,  his  wife  having  died  at  the  same  place  Feb.  5,  1770. 
She  was  said  to  have  been  descended  on  her  mother's  side  from  the  family  of  Oli- 
ver Cromv/ell.     Their  children  were  all  born  in  Bridgewater.

ANCESTRY  OF  REBECCA  FULLER 
FULLER  FAMILY 

Dr.  SAMUEL  FULLER  came  with  his  brother  Edward  in  the  Mayflower,  1620. 
He  had  been  a  deacon  eight  years  with  the  Pilgrims  at  Leylen,  Holland.  His  first 
wife,  Elsie  Glasscock,  died  before  1613.  He  married  (2)  at  Leyden  April  30,  1613, 
Agnes,  daughter  of  Alexander  Carpenter:  she  died  within  a  few  years.  He  married 
(3)  at  Leyden  May  27,  1717,  Bridget  Lee.  He  was  the  first  physician  of  Plymouth 
Colony,  a  forceful  leader  in  the  n.^w  settlement,  and  died  in  the  summer  of  1633, 
worn  down  by  the  duties  of  ministering  to  the  people  during  a  general  sickness. 
His  will  was  dated  July  30,  1633,  and  was  probated  in  October.  His  widow  Brid- 
get died  some  time  after  Mar.  11,  1664.  The  Plymouth  records  before  1648  have 
long  been  lost.  His  son  Samuel  was  the  only  one  of  his  children  reckoned  in  the 
"division  of  cattle,"  May  22, 1627.     He  may  have  had  more  than  these  children:

Rev.  SAMUEL  FULLER  was  a  minister.  He  preached  sixteen  years  at  Mid- 
dleborough  and  was  ordained  there  Dec.  26,  1694,  when  the  church  was  eventually 
organized.  He  died  at  Middleborough  Aug.  17,  1695,  in  his  71st  year,  if  his  grave- 
stone be  correct.  His  widow,  whose  maiden  name  was  given  in  the  church  history 
of  Middleborough  as  Elizabeth  Brewster,  whom  he  did  not  marry  before  1650, 
died  Nov.  11,  1713,  in  Plympton.*  In  the  agreement  of  heirs,  Oct.  1,  1695,  these 
children  are  mentioned:

•TIME  RFCKONING.  It  will  be  well  to  note  that  England  and  her  colonies,  by  not  having  ad- 
opted Pope  Gregory's  revision  of  the  calendar,  ^ere  reckoning  time  out  of  accord  with  the  rest  of  the 
world  and  had  fallen  behind.  The  year  used  to  begin  Mar.  25,  and  March  was  called  the  first  month, 
April  was  the  second,  etc.  So,  to  avoid  confusion,  writers  often  used  to  double  date  all  days  from  Jan. 
1  to  Mar.  24.  (In  this  book,  where  a  single  date  is  given,  it  is  the  later  dating.)  By  Feb.  29,  1700,  the 
English  had  lost  10  days:  then  11.  This  was  changed  in  1752,  when  the  year  started  Jan.  1.  Sept.  3 
that  year  *as  called  Sept.  14.     In  calculating  ages  this  should  be  considered.

ABRAHAM  SAMPSON  was  perhaps  a  brother  to  Henry  Sampson  who  came 
in  the  first  ship  from  England  in  1620.  Abraham  settled  in  Duxbury,  as  early  as 
1638.  He  married  about  1640  Esther  Nash,  daughter  of  Samuel  Nash.  He  and 
Henry  Sampson  were  original  proprietors  of  Bridgewater.  He  was  living  in  Dux- 
bury  in  1686.*    Among  his  children  were:

NASH  FAMILY 

SAMUEL  NASH  was  born  about  1602  and  came  to  Plymouth  colony  about 
1630.  In  1633  he  was  taxed  half  as  high  as  Captain  Standish.  He  was  a  settler 
of  Duxbury  in  1643.  He  was  sheriff  of  the  colony  in  1652,  representative  in  1653 
at  the  old  colony  court  at  Weymouth,  and  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant  under 
Captain  Myles  Standish.  He  was  one  of  the  56  original  proprietors  of  Bridgewat- 
er and  was  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  court  to  purchase  the  new 
plantation  of  the  Indians.  In  his  old  agef  he  lived  v/ith  his  son-in-law,  William 
Clark.

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CUSHMAN  FAMILY 

ROBERT  CUSHMAN  was  one  of  the  leaders  with  Carver  and  Martin  in  the 
enterprise  of  settling  the  Leyden  pilgrims  in  America.  He  was  instrumental  in 
obtaining  the  royal  permission  and  in  chartering  the  two  ships,  the  Ma:yylouer  and 
the  Spcedudi  They  sailed  from  Southampton,  England,  Aug.  5,  1620,  he  being  ap- 
pointed assistant  'governor'.  But  the  Speedwell  proved  unseaworthy  and  the  pas- 
sengers were  transferred  to  the  Mayflower,  which  proceeded  on  the  voyage  to  Am- 
erica, while  Cushman  put  back  to  Southampton  in  the  Spceduell.  There  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  remainder  of  the  pilgrim  refugees  until  the  next  year,  when  he 
brought  them  over  in  the  ship  Fortune,  arriving  at  Plymouth  Nov.  9,  1621.  On 
Dec.  12,  although  a  layman,  he  preached  the  first  sermon  in  America— "Sin  and 
Danger  of  Self-Love."  He  went  back  to  England  in  the  Fortune,  Itaving  his  young 
son  Thomas  in  the  care  of  William  Bradford.  Cushman  was  captured  and  detain- 
ed 14  days  in  France,  later  returning  to  England.  He  never  came  again  to  Amer- 
ica but  remained  there  as  business  agent  of  the  colonists.  After  his  death' in  1626, 
at  the  age  of  about  42,  his  family  came  over,  it  is  said.  He  was  married  (2)  in 
Leyden,  Holland,  June  3,  1617,  to  Mary  Chingleton  of  Sandwich  in  the  county 
of  Kent,  England,  he  being  then  designated  as  a  wool  carder  of  Canterbury',  also 
in  Kent,  where  he  was  born  about  1584.

Elder  THOMAS  CUSHMAN  became  a  very  prominent  man  in  Plymouth^

TILLEY  FAMILY

SMITH  FAMILY 

HENRY  SMYTH,  born  in  1606,  came  from  New  Buck-

and  two  children,*  sailing  from  Great  Yarmouth  on  the  Rose  of  Sharon,  which  ar- 
rived at  Boston,  Mass.,  on  June  20, 1637.  They  settled  at  Dedham.j  Mass.,  where 
on  Aug.  11  he  was  promised  the  next  lot  to  be  granted  by  the  town,  and  on  Nov. 
28  he  became  a  proprietor.  His  wife  was  admitted  to  the  churchj  in  July,  1639, 
and  he  joined  Sept.  22.  He  was  made  freeman  May  13,  1640.  His  house  was 
burned  in  1640.  He  removed  to  Medfield  t^  in  1651-2,  and  owned  a  farm  on  South 
street,  his  lot  being  at  the  foot  of  Rev.  Wilson's  field.  He  was  a  very  respectable 
man,  was  selectman  of  Medfield  13  years,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  a  numerous  and 
worthy  family.  His  wife  died  June  12,  1670,  aged  67,  and  he  died  in  1687,  aged  80. 
His  will  was  dated  Aug.  2,  1683,  and  was  proved  Mar.  3,  1687.    Children:

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SAMUEL  SMITH  inherited  land  and  buildings  in  Medfield  from  his  father.

The  father 
married  (2)  a  year  later,  Feb.  22,  1677,  Sarah  (Clark)  Bowers,  born  Feb.  20, 1651, 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Alice  (Pepper)  Clarke,  and  widow  of  John  Bowers,  who 
with  his  father  was  "slaine  by  ye  Indians"  on  that  memorable  day,  Feb.  21,  1676. 
Samuel  Smith  died  in  Medfield  Oct.  25,  1691,  aged  50  years,  and  his  widow  died 
there  May  20,  1704,  aged  56.

NATHANIEL  SMITH  had  the  homestead  on  South  street,  buying  the  rights 
of  the  other  heirs.  He  married  (1)  in  Medfield  May  24,  1705,  Mary  Clark,  born 
Feb.  2,  1687,  daughter  of  Capt.  Joseph  and  Mary  (Wight)  Clark.

NAHUM  SMITH  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  He  en- 
listed Mar.  10,  1777,  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Adam  Martin's  company 
in  the  15th  Massachusetts  regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Timothy 
Bigelow,  and  served  three  years.

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CLARK  FAMILY 

JOSEPH  CLARKE  was  born  in  County  Suffolk,  England.*  He  married 
Alice  Pepper.  He  bought  an  acre  of  land  next  Vine  Brook  in  Dedham,  Mass., 
from  Edward  Alleyn,  according  to  the  records  of  the  town  meeting  Sept.  28, 1640. 
He  was  an  influential  man  in  Dedham,  and  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Med- 
field,  where  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  May  15,  1653,  and  was  selectman  in  1660. 
He  lived  on  the  west  side  of  South  street,  near  Oak.  He  died  in  Medfield  on  Jan. 
6,  1684.  In  his  will,  dated  June  24,  1682,  probated  July  4,  1684,  he  mentions  his 
wife  Alice  and  children  Joseph,  Ephraim,  John,  Nathaniel,  Rebecca,  the  wife  of 
John  Richardson,  another,  the  wife  of  John  Adams,  and  his  grandson,  John  Bow- 
ers. Alice  died  Mar.  17,  1711.  The  first  six  children  were  born  in  Dedham;  the 
others,  in  Medfield.

ALLEN  FAMILY 

JAMES  ALLEN  was  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  as  early  as  1637.  He  was  a  grand- 
son of  REGINALD  ALLEN  of  Colby,  a  village  in  Norfolk,  England,  a  few  miles 
northeast  of  Norwich,  a  man  of  considerable  property.  James  was  a  nephew  of 
Rev.  John  Allen,  first  minister  of  Dedham,  baptized  at  Colby,  England,  May  22, 
1597,  the  eighth  of  the  fifteen  children  of  Reginald  AUeyn:  John  married  (1)  at 
Wrentham,  Suffolk,  England,  Oct.  22,  1622,  Margaret  Morse.  EDWARD  ALLEN 
of  Dedham  died  at  Boston  Sept.  8,  1642.  James  Allen  married  in  Dedham  Mar. 
16,  1638,  Anne  Guild.  He  had  six  acres  there  on  Apr.  6, 1638:  joined  the  church 
on  Oct.  2,  1646,  and  was  among  the  important  men  of  the  town.  He  was  one  of 
the  original  thirteen  settlers  of  Medfield,  where  his  wife  died  Mar.  29,  1672-3,  and 
he  died  Sept.  27,  1676.

HINSDALE  FAMILY 

ROBERT  HINSDALE  was  born  in  England.  His  ancestral  line  is  traced 
through  the  French  family  of  De  Hinnisdal  as  far  back  as  1170.  He  married 
Anne  Woodward,  daughter  of  Peter  Woodward,*  and  was  in  Dedham  as  early  as 
July  18,  1637.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  church  there  on  Nov.  8,  1638, 
was  a  freeman  Mar.  13,  1639,  and  a  member  of  the  artillery  company  in  1645.  A 
series  of  calamities  was  destined  to  befall  him  and  his  descendants  in  this  line. 
After  aiding  materially  with  his  wisdom,  energy  and  bold  genius  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Dedham  he  removed  to  Medfield  and  there  aided  in  forming  the  church, 
of  which  he  became  deacon.  He  later  removed  to  Hadley  and  resided  there  several 
years.  His  wife  died  there  June  4,  1666.t  Two  years  later  he  married  Elizabeth, 
widow  of  John  Hawks.  Later  they  separated,  and  he  fell  into  differences  with  the 
authorities.  In  1669  he  removed  to  Pocumtucke  (Deerfield)  a  settlement  well  out 
in  the  wilderness.  There  he  was  gathering  his  harvest  in  the  cornfield  Sept.  18, 
1675,  when  the  Indians  suddenly  appeared  and  killed  him  and  his  three  sons, 
Samuel,  Barnabas  and  John.

JOHN  JOHNSON  is  said  to  have  come  from  Heron  Hill,  near  London,  and 
to  have  been  closely  related  to  Capt.  Edward  Johnson  of  Woburn,  Mass.,  who 
was  a  son  of  William  Johnson  of  St.  George's  parish,  Canterbury,  Kent.  He  came 
over  in  1630,  doubtless  in  the  fleet  with  Winthrop,  with  his  wife  Margery  and 
children  Isaac  and  Humphrey  and  perhaps  others.  He  settled  in  Roxbury,  where 
he  asked  admittance  Oct.  19,  1630,  and  was  made  freeman  May  18,  1631.  He  was 
a  man  of  estate  and  distinction  and  v>^as  chosen  as  representative  to  the  first  Gen- 
eral Court,  1634,  and  represented  his  town  for  many  years.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  artillery  company  in  1638,  and  was  surveyor  of  arms  and  ammunition.  His 
wife  died  or  was  buried  June  9,  1655.  He  married  (2)  Grace,  widow  of  Barnabas 
Fawer.    He  died  Sept.  30,  1659.    In  his  will  he  speaks  of  his  five  children.

RICHARDS  FAMILY 

EDWARD  RICHARDS  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Dedham,  Mass., 
in  1638,  where  on  Nov.  23  of  that  year  he  was  "propounded  to  consideration  as  a 
townsman  against  j^e  next  meeting."  The  minutes  of  the  selectmen  for  May  17, 
1639,  inform  us  that  "Whereas  Thomas  Hastings  hath  sold  unto  Edward  Richards 
all  yt  his  lot  formerly  graunted  unto  him,  without  consent  of  ye  town  and  con- 
trary unto  an  order  made  Sept.  14,  1636,  whereby  ye  said  lot  is  become  forfeited 
unto  ye  town,"  yet  on  Nov.  19  they  "agreed  that  a  committee  be  assigned  to  give 
estate  to  Edward  Richards  of  ye  lot  he  bought  of  Thomas 
Hastings,  provided  he  subscribe  his  name  unto  ye  town 
book  before."  He  was  a  shoemaker,  and  soon  rose  to  a  pos- 
ition of  respect  and  influence  in  the  colony.  He  married  in 
Dedham  on  Sept.  10,  1638,  Susan  Hunting,  a  sister  of  El- 
der John  Hunting.*  He  was  made  freeman  June  2,  1641.  He  was  admitted  into 
the  church  July  17,  1640,  and  his  wife  joined  Jan.  19,  1645.  He  was  chosen  select- 
man Jan.  1, 1646.  He  died  in  Dedham  Aug.  25,  1684,  and  his  widow  a  few  weeks 
later,  Sept.  9,  1684.

ISAAC  NEWELL  married  in  Roxbury  Dec.  14, 1714,  Abigail  Griggs.  They 
removed  to  Thompson,  Conn.,  just  south  of  Dudley,  Mass.,  in  about  1723.      On 
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July  20,  1737,  Isaac  Newell,  "living  in  a  place  known  by  the  name  of  Thompson 
Parish  belonging  to  Killingly,  County  of  Windham,  Colony  of  Connecticut,"  paid 
L'150  for  a  farm  in  New  Medfield,  Mass,  The  name  of  New  Medfield,  settled  or- 
iginally by  people  from  Medfield,  was  later  changed  to  Sturbridge.  It  adjoins 
Thompson  on  the  north  and  Dudley  on  the  west,  and  the  Newells  were  among 
the  earliest  settlers.  He  was  a  deacon  of  the  church  at  Sturbridge,  where  he  died 
Mar.  29,  1767,  aged  79.

WILLIAM  CURTIS  came  from  England  in  the  Lion,  arriving  at  Boston  on 
Sept.  16, 1632,  with  his  wife  Sarah  and  children  Thomas,  Mary,  John  and  Philip. 
They  settled  in  Roxbury,  where  he  was  a  freeman  Mar.  4,  1633,  the  first  named 
in  the  list  of  that  day.  His  eldest  son,  William,  who  came  in  1631,  perhaps  with 
Eliot  in  the  Lion,  was  a  "hopeful  scholar,  but  God  took  him  in  1634,"  says  the 
church  record.  The  son  Thomas  died  June  26,  1650,  of  "long  and  tedious  con- 
sumption," probably  unmarried.

DEWING  FAMILY 

ANDREW  DEWING  was  an  early  settler  of  Dedham,  Mass.,  his  name  being 
signed  to  the  "covenant"  in  the  towne  booke.  He  is  listed  as  a  member  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  in  1644  from  Natick,  a  settlement  be- 
longing to  the  town  of  Dedham.  He  was  received  into  the  first  church  of  Dedham 
Apr.  19,  1646,  and  was  made  freeman  May  16,  1646.  He  was  one  of  the  surveyors 
in  1651,  constable  in  1664  and  served  the  town  on  several  important  committees 
and  in  minor  offices.  Dec.  14,  1664 :  "A  bill  is  orderd  to  be  giuen  to  Andr.  Duein 
to  receaue  of  the  constable  20s  for  killing  two  woolues  in  the  towne."  His  first 
wife,  Lydiu,  died  Oct.  13,  1651,  her  three  months  old  baby  dying  a  week  later.  He 
married  (2j  Nov.  10,  1652,  Anne  Donstall.  His  will,  dated  Sept.  8.  1677,  probat- 
ed Oct.  30,  is  in  the  Suffolk  county  probate  records,  vol.  vi,  page  207.  His  death 
occurred  Sept.  16,  1677,  in  Dedham.

He  died  in  Ded- 
ham Feb.  17,  1670.  His  widow  married  May  25,  1675,  Nicholas  Rockwood  of  Med- 
field  as  his  third  wife  and  died  Nov.  9,    1677.      Only   two  children   of  Elnathan 

*Nicholas  Ide  died  May  16,  1717,  in  Dedham.  Nicholas  Hide  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Alexan- 
der Winchester  of  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  June  4,  1647:— "Toby  Cox  oweth  me  23  or  25  shillings.  The  3  or  5 
shillings  more  than  20  I  appoint  to  Nicholas  Hide  for  the  pains  he  tooiv  about  the  boards."  Nicholas 
Ide  was  bequeathed  ten  bushels  of  rye  by  the  aIU  of  Thomas  Blise,  Plymouth  Colony,  Oct.  7,  1647:—, 
"I  give  unto  Nathaniel,  the  son  of  my  son-in-law,  Nicholas  Ide,  my  brown  heifer  and  my  two  steer 
calves  which  are  at  the  island."  The  will  also  speaks  of  "my  son  Nathaniel,"  "my  son-in-law,  Thom- 
as W'Umore,"  "my  eldest  daughter  and  her  husband,  Thomas  Willmore,"  "my  four  children,"  "my 
daughter  Mary  and  her  husband,  Nathaniel  Harmon."  Jonathan  Hides  married  May  6,  1673,  Dor. 
othy  Kidder,  in  Billerica,  and  had:  Jonathan,  Mar.  24,  1674,  and  Dorothy,  May  26,  1675. 

(Mary  Newell  was  born  Oct.  23,  1721,  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Hannah  (Fisher)  Newell.  She  died 
in  Needham  Apr.  11,  1760,  and  her  husband  married  June  26,  1766,  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Gay. 
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Dunkley  were  recorded  in  the  Dedham  town  book  and  three  others  are  given  in 
the  church  records,  but  he  may  have  had  other  children.  A  Nathan  and  an  Elnath- 
an  Dunklin,  as  well  as  a  Nathaniel  Dunklin,  are  listed  from  Charlestown  as  soldiers 
in  King  Philip's  war  in  the  summer  of  1676.'*  Elnathan  Dunkley  first  appears  in 
Dedham.t  when  "he  was  summoned  by  the  selectmen  on  ye  12  of  ye  11  month,  1651 
(Jan.  12,  1652),  and  was  according  to  ye  court  order,  in  that  case  provided,  placed  in 
service  for  one  whole  year  next  ensuing  to  dwell  with  Anthony  Fisher,  sr.,"  etc.  His 
taxes  were  not  high+  and  after  his  death  his  children  were  bound  out,  and  his  widow 
did  what  she  could  to  keep  the  children  near  her.  She  had  been  admitted  into  the 
church  Oct.  1,  1665.  From  Apr.  15,  1674,  to  Apr.  15,  1675,  she  and  another  widow 
were  allowed  *:3  for  sweeping  out  the  meeting  house  and  ringing  the  bell,  and  in  the 
following  month  she  became  the  third  wife  of  Nicholas  Rockett  of  Medfield.  By  him 
she  had  a  son  Isaac,  born  July  22,  1677,  who  died  Oct.  11,  and  she  died  Nov.  9— four 
weeks  later.

He  married  Mar.  23,  1696,  Mary  (French)  Sharp, 
born  Apr.  30,  1670,  in  Billerica,  Mass.,  widow  of  Robert  Sharp  and  daughter  of 
Capt.  William  and  Mary  (Lothrop) -Stearns  French  of  Billerica.  She  was  first 
married  to  Robert  Sharp,^  born  1665,  who  died  Aug.  26,  1693,  in  Wells, :  leaving:

Nathaniel  Dunkley  and  his  wife  Mary  were  admitted  to  the  church  in  Watertown  on 
Dec.  18,  1698.  They  removed  to  Lexington,  Mass.,  about  1699,  as  in  that  year  he 
owned  land  in  Cambridge  Farms  (Lexington),  and  their  letter  of  dismissal  from  the 
church  at  Watertown  is  dated  Aug.  25,  1705.    He  was  very  religious  by  spells  and 


•Nathan  Dunklen  t  Dec.  15,  1686.  Hunnah  Wyer  in  Charlostown.  In  assignment  of  wages  King 
Philip's  war-Nathan  Dunklin,  t3-9s-10d,  Aug.  24,  1676;  Elnathan  Dunklin.  t3-18s-6d,  Jan.  24,  1677. 
This  was  probably  Eln-ithan,  jr.,  as  he  had  daughters  Silence,  who  died  young,  and  Hannah.  Among 
the  soldiers  credited  with  pay  under  Capt.  Hunting  in  summer  1670  was  Nathaniel  Dunklin,  £5-5-0. 

+There  is  a  tradition  that  he  was  a  Scotch  boy,  kidnapped  by  English  sailors  and  carried  to  Now 
England.  It  is  said  that  David4  Duncklee  (Hezekiah,  i  Nathaniel,..  Elnathan i)  had  notice  from  Eng- 
land that  a  fortune  awaited  his  family  there,  but  he  was  probably  unable  to  prove  his  descent. 

'In  1653  he  was  paying  county  taxes  to  the  amount  of  5  shillings.  In  1659  he  had  a  school  tax  of 
7  pence,  *hich  increased  yearly,  and  in  1669  it  was  6  shillings  4  'i  pence.  On  Feb.  1,  1668-9,  he  had 
granted  him  by  the  town  "one  parcell  of  upland  about  5  acres,  abutts  Charles  river  on  south,  Nathan- 
iel Fisher  on  west,  upon  waste  lands  on  all  other  parts."  He  had  also  purchased  lands  at  Wollumon- 
uppoag  of  the  Indians. 

^Supposed  to  be  the  son  of  John  Sharp  of  Boston  and  grandson  of  Robert  of  Bra'ntree. 
Death  recorded  in  Billerica,  as  also  the  births  of  hia  children.     After  his  death  the  young   widow 
probably  went  to  live  in  Watertown  with  her  mother,  the  wife  of  Isaac  Mixter. 
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regarded  himself  a  great  sinner  when  he  confessed  repentance  of  misdeeds.  On  Mar. 
1,  1714,  the  selectmen  of  Lexington  ordered  him  and  John  Harrington,  James  Wil- 
son, Joseph  Tidd,  John  Lawrence,  Thomas  Mead,  Joseph  Fassett,  Philip  Burdoe 
and  others  to  keep  certain  highways  open.  He  lived  on  Bedford  road  in  the  north- 
west part  of  Lexington,  near  the  boundary  of  what  was  incorporated  as  Bedford  in 
1729.  His  wife  Mary  died  Sept.  17,  1729,  aged  59.  He  remarried  later.^  Their 
children,  except  Silence,  were  baptized  in  Lexington:

FRENCH  FAMILY 

Lieut.  WILLIAM  FRENCH  was  born  Mar.  15,  1603,  in  Halsted,  Essex  county, 
England.  He  married  (1)  Elizabeth  Symmes,  daughter  of  Rev.  William  Symmes,  and 
had  four  children  born  in  England.  They  came  to  America  in  the  ship  Defence  in 
the  summer  of  1635  and  settled  in  Cambridge.  In  1652  he  was  one  of  the  propriet" 
ors  and  earliest  settlers  of  Billerica.

He  was  active  in  instruct- 
ing the  Indians  and  was  the  author  of  a  letter  telling  of  the  conversion  of  the  natives 
which  was  published  in  London  in  the  famous  tract,  "Strength  Out  of  Weakness." 
His  wife  Elizabeth  died  Mar.  31,  1668,  aged  about  65.-  He  married  (2 1  May  6, 1669, 
in  Billerica,  Mary  (Lothropi  Stearns,  born  Oct.  4,  1640  in  Barnstable,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Sarah  (Larnedi-Ewer  Lolhrop  and  widow  of  John  Stearns,+  who  died 
in  Billerica  on  Mar.  5,  1668-9.  Capt.  French  died  Nov.  20,  1681,  in  Billerica.  His 
widowMary  married  (3),  as  his  third  wife,  June  20,  1684, J  Isaac  Mixter  of  Water- 
town,  but  they  had  no  children.  Isaac  Mixter,  an  aged  man.  died  Nov.  22,  1 716,  in 
Watertown,  Mary,  the  heroine  of  this  complicated  pedigree,  was  still  living  in  1735, 
ver>'  aged,  according  to  the  History  of  Watartown.

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LOTHROP  FAMILY 

Rev.  JOHN  LOTHROP,  the  most  distinguished"  of  the  ministers  who  came  to 
Massachusetts,  was  the  twelfth  child  of  THOMAS  LOWTHROPP  of  Cherry  Bur- 
ton, later  of  Ettan,  Yorkshire,  England.  He  was  baptized  Dec.  20,  1584,  in  Ettan. 
He  married  (1)  Oct.  10,  1610,  Hannah  Howse,  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Howse,  rect- 
or of  Eastwell,  County  Kent.  They  came  to  Scituate,  Mass.,  before  1629.  His  wife 
died  Aug.  30,  1630,  in  Scituate.
